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MPSC CONDEMNATION SOUGHT 
Drilling request 
takes new aim 


Two months after the Depart- 
meat of Natural Resources and De- 
partment of Environmental Quality 
rejected Walter Zaremba’s proposal 
to drill the first natural gas well in 
the protected Jordan River Valley, the 
Elmira businessman has taken his 
case to the Michigan Public Service 
Commission. 

On Tuesday, July 15, Zaremba 
was expected to ask the MPSC to 
override the two other state agencies 
and condemn two miles of publicly 
owned forest land for a private pipe- 
line. The hearing was to be held in 
Lansing. 

Zaremba asserts that the pro- 
posed pipeline should be considered 
a “public utility,” which he claims 
would give him authority to take con- 
trol of public land through the power 
of eminent domain. 

The DNR, meanwhile, will urge 
the MPSC to deny the application, 
arguing that Zaremba’s pipeline is a 
private business enterprise, not a util- 
ity. The DNR is joined in its opposi- 
lion by the Michigan Land Use In- 


stitute, Friends of the Jordan River 
Watershed and local government. 
The Antrim County Board of Com- 
missioners on July 10 unanimously 
adopted a resolution opposing the 
pipeline and also called on the MPSC 
to deny the pipeline application. 

“It’s an obvious attempt to use 
public land for private purposes,” 
said John Hummer, Program Direc- 
tor of Friends of the Jordan River 
Watershed. “A private party cannot 
force the State of Michigan to allow 
development on public land. We are 
confident that as the facts are re- 
vealed in this case the Commission- 
ers of the Public Service Commission 
will realize what is at stake and deny 
this application.” 

The opposing parties argue that 
the MPSC should deny Zaremba’s 
pipeline for the following reasons: 

* The certificate that would con- 
fer “public utility” status on 
Zaremba’s project is used solely for 
major gas transmission lines. The

FOUR SENT TO HOSPITAL | 
Fire scare in Boyne 


A kitchen fire in a Litzenburger 
Place apartment forced the facility’s 
58 residents to seek refuge in the 
parking lot Monday night. 

Boyne City Fire Department re- 
sponded to a structure fire call at the 
Boyne City Housing Commission 
facility at 9:35 p.m. When they ar- 
rived at the scene, firefighters found 
smoke pouring out of the west end 
of the one-story portion of the build- 
ing. 

Firefighters quickly doused the 
flames that had erupted in kitchen- 
ette area of apartment 2, the 
westernmost apartment in the one 
story wing. 


The apartment is the home of 
Loretta Malloy. She suffered second 
degree burns to her hands and was 
transported to Northern Michigan 
Hospital for treatment. 


The excitement and humid 
weather took its toll on several other 
residents, three of which had to be 
taken by ambulance to NMH and 
Charlevoix Area Hospital. Several 


others were treated at the scene. 

Boyne City Fire Chief Henry 
Erber said, “When we arrived 98 per- 
cent of the residents had already been 
evacuated from the building, which 
was a big help.” 

Firefighters still went door to 
door in the building to make sure 
everyone was out safely. 

Boyne City Police officer John 
McLeod was one of the first on the 
scene. McLeod first attempted to 
knock down the fire with a fire ex- 
tinguisher and then assisted with the 
evacuation of residents. 

The fire was contained to the one 
apartment with damage limited to the 
kitchen area of that apartment. 

Also assisting at the scene were 
East Jordan Ambulance, Charlevoix 
Ambulance, and Boyne Valley First 
Responders and Life Link of 
Petoskey. 


The fire department was on the , 


scene for about two hours. 

The cause of the fire remains 
under investigation and no damage 
estimate was yet available.

he hills of-the Jordan River Valley have a new musical 
sound since the Gailliard String Quartet was formed in 


1995. 


Gailliard, which means carefree and joyful in French, 
accurately describes the four-woman quartet. 

The quartet was formed during a time when each woman was 
seeking a way of expressing her musical gift; a musical gift which 
was fast becoming an afterthought in her daily life. The three 
musicians had come to realize that “One’s musical talent cannot be 
ignored and expected to disappear.”

provides background music for various events. During weekly 
rehearsals, the women compose arrangements, improve skills on 
practical repertoire, and exchange ideas on how to play concerto 
movements. 

Chamber music is probably the most challenging music to play. 
It does not have a conductor, Therefore, the players must feel their 
way through the music. Chamber music also is more difficult than 
performing as a soloist because a musician must be strong with her 
own part yet make what she plays compatible with the other parts. 
And though each woman of the quartet is a soloist, as a quartet they 
must create a unified interpretation of a musical work. 

Each musician brings to the quartet impressive experience and a 
belief that music is essential for the nourishment of mankind's soul. 

“T want our music ~- my music — to express emotion, 
especially a feeling of joy,” said Krista Knight. “Our society is 
becoming so technological! and factually oriented that human

that Zaremba has proposed would run 
from a single Antrim well to a com- 
pressing station and does not fall 
within the Commission’s jurisdic- 
tion.

‘as a “common carrier,” which under 


MPSC rules requires that he make his 
pipeline available for transporting the 
gas of other producers. Zaremba’s 
proposed well site is surrounded by 


smiles of state-owned land which 


never will be drilled. He is the only 
one that will ever transport gas if the 
proposed line is built. 


* Michigancourts have ruled that 
a MPSC certificate carinot be granted 


to a private party engaged in purely 
private enterprise that will not serve 
the public convenience and necessity. 
The public interest is not served by 
building a pipeline across two miles 
of environmentally sensitive state 
forest land to transport gas from a 
single privately-owned Antrim natu- 
ral gas well. 


*The DNR has the final author- 


ity to determine actions on state land. 
According to the Michigan Natural 
Resources and Environmental Pro- 
tection Act, anybody who wishes to 
build a pipeline across publicly 
owned land — even if they obtain a 
certificate from the PSC — must ob- 
tain an easement “upon terms and 
conditions that the Department deter- 
mines just and reasonable.”

If you saw two men in a boat 
trolling along the shores of Lake 
Charlevoix last week dipping small 
nets into the water you might have 
thought them to be misguided fish- 
ermen. 

They actually were fishery bi- 
ologist Sid Morkert and biological 
technician Jeff Wickett of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service’s 
Ludington Biological Station and 
they were doing a survey of the sea 
lamprey populations. 

The two were on a 10-day wip 
to check the mouths of all of the riv- 
ers feeding into Lake Charlevoix in- 
cluding Horton Creek, Porter Creek, 
the Jordan River, and the Boyne 
River. The rivers and streams them- 
selves will all be treated in August 
and September. 

Since the 1930's the exotic sea 
lamprey has been threatening game 
fish populations in the Great Lakes. 
Lampreys are aquatic vertebrates re- 
sembling eels native to the Auantic 
Ocean. But unlike eels, latnpreys at- 
tach themselves to fish using their 
sucking disk-like mouth and sharp 
teeth and feed on the fish’s body flu- 
ids. The parasitic lamprey almost al- 
ways ends up killing its host. 


Lampreys were a major cause of 
the collapse of the lake trout, white- 
fish, and chub population in the 
1940s and 1950s. A single sea lam- 
prey, growing to an average length 
of 18 inches, can destroy up to 40 
pounds of fish in its adult lifetime. 


Since lamprey control programs 
were begun in the 1950's, the lam- 
prey population on the Great Lakes 
has been reduced to less than !/f0th 
of its size and fish populations have 
correspondingly revived.

Among the methods used to con- 
trol lampreys are electrical weirs, 
physical barriers, trapping and _ 
lampricide treatments. 

This spring a group of all-female 
lampreys were planted in the Jordan 
River as part of a research project to 
evaluate the effectiveness of the re- 
cently renovated Jordan River elec- 
trical lamprey weir. The weir, built 
in 1988, was designed to stop sea 
lampreys from migrating to their up- 
stream spawning grounds in the Jor- 
dan River. 

However, beginning in about 
1992, the weir did not completely 
prevent lamprey passage and some 
had spawned upstream of the weir. 
The study was designed to track the 
movement of tagged lampreys in or- 
der to verify that lampreys down- 
stream of the weir are blocked from 
upstream migration. If the weir is 
found to be effective in blocking lam- 
prey migration, lampricide treat- 
ments upstream of the weir on the 
Jordan River should no longer be 
necessary. ; 

Lampreys spawn in the hospi- 
table Great Lakes tributaries and then 
die. The eggs hatch and live as lar- 
vae for several years in the silty ar- 
eas of a river. The larvae are sight- 
less and live in the river bottom feed- 
ing on plankton and algae. ft takes 
an average of about four years for sea 
lamprey larvae to mature into adults 
when they will migrate to open wa- 
ters of the Great Lakes to prey on 
fish. 

Unlike the old alternating-cur- 
rent electrical weirs used in the 50s 
and 60s, the Jordan River weir has a 
“gradient” pulse direct current elec- 
trical design, which allows fish trav- 
eling upstream to sense the electri- 
cal field gradually and to turn back 
when it gets too uncomfortable. Elec-

trical weirs like the one on the Jor- 
dan River are designed to block the 
passage of lampreys without risk to 
other fish or animals. These weirs are 
built into the stream bed and do not 
block the flow of the stream. Electri- 
cal barriers are used only during the 
sea lamprey spawning runs, generally 
from mid-April to late June. 

In order to assess the effective- 
ness of the repairs to the weir, staff 
from the Lake Huron Biological Sta- 
tion near Rogers City planted lam- 
preys both above and below the weir. 
The lampreys planted above the weir 
will verify that the traps are effective. 
The lampreys uscd in this study are 
past the predacious stage in life. They 
will not migrate to the open waters 
of the great lakes to prey on fish and 
they will die shortly after release. 

Ellie Koon of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service said, “The weir ap- 
pears to be working very well. Of the 
1,800 lampreys we planted down

Staying put, for now 
Downtown Development Authority will gather 
more information before moving town clock 


After meeting with members of 
the city commission, the Boyne City 
Downtown Development Authority 
voted Monday to postpone plans to 


move the old city clock to the new | 


Tower Center. 

The decision came after con- 
cerns were raised about the Verdin 
Company, the Cincinnati, Ohio, firm 
the DDA had planned to use for the 
clock’s renovation. 

“The renovation (of the clock) 
can be done, but not by Verdin,” said 
John Talboys, a local clock collec- 
tor. 

The DDA plan called for the 
clock mechanism to be restored and 
placed in the base of a new clock 
tower at the Tower Center, with a 
new, electrically operated clock face 
above. 

The clock is currently located 
outside the FMB Northwestern Bank 
located at 101 River St. FMB cur- 
rently owns the clock and has offered 
to give it to the city. Presently, the 
clock’s pendulum hangs in a 10 foot 

._ deep pit that often fills with water. 
“Cold weather causes the clock to 
keep inaccurate time or even stop. 

The turn of the century E. 
Howard clock is mechanically sound 
and in excellent working condition, 
according to Talboys. But he worries 
that if an electric motor is added it 
will “destroy the original mecha- 
nism.” 

There is also a question of the 
clock’s value. Estimates have ranged 
anywhere from $7,000 upwards to 


$30,000 or more. With the help of 
Talboys, FMB will make a video of 
the clock and send it to a company in 
Maine that specializes in clock ap- 
praisals and restorations. 

Until information from the com- 
pany is received, no further action 
will be taken on moving the clock. 
Construction of the tower at the 
Tower Center will proceed, but 
whether it houses the old town clock 
or a new clock will not be known for 
a while. Owners of the building had 
planned to put the mechanism in a 
glass encased enclosure at the cor- 
ner of the building. 

Members of the DDA said Ver- 
din was the only company it found 
that did clock renovations and did not 
know there might be other options. 
Talboys said he was not aware of the 
company in Maine until just a few 
days ago. 

Also at Monday’s mecting, the 
DDA voted to complete all facets of 
the Ray Street renovatidh before pro- 
ceeding with improvements to 
Veteran’s Park. The Ray Street 
project includes a new sidewalk 
along Ray Street between Park and 
Lake streets, new curb and gutter, 
renovation to the library parking lot, 
installing a sidewalk in the alley be- 
hind Water Street between Park and 
Pine street, widening and repaving 
the alley, burying utility lines in the 
alley, and repaving all parking areas 
behind Water Street. 

The DDA board felt it was im- 
portant to complete all phases of the 


project before tackling improve- 
ments, other than the new parking lot 
next to city hall, to Veteran’s Park. 
Paving of the parking area was com- 
pleted last week and landscaping and 
lighting will be done in the near fu- 
ture. 

The DDA is paying for the im- 
provements through a $565,000 
bond, which was approved earlier 
this year by the city commission. The 
bond will pay for projects over the 
next two years. 

The DDA is currently in the third 
year of its 15-year plan. Revenues in 
1996 were $33,000 and estimated 
revenues for 1997 are expected to be 
around $42,000. In developing its 
long-range plan, the DDA estimated 
it would receive approximately $1.6 
million over 15 years which the ma- 
jority of the revenue received in the 
last five years of the plan. 

The DDA receives funding from 
Tax Increment Financing (TIF). Un- 
like some other DDAs in Northern 
Michigan, Boyne City’s DDA has no 
special assessments. : 

TIF occurs when the tax base — 
in this case the DDA district — is fro- 
zen (that was done in 1995) and the 
revenues generated by the reassess- 
ment or new development in the dis- 
trict are given to the DDA. The “in- 
crement” is earmarked or “captured” 
for the DDA rather than going to the 
city’s general budget or to other tax- 
ing units.

for power plant coal 


The Advance Power Plant sits 
quietly on the shore of Lake 
Charlevoix. 

Next to it lies a huge mound of 
coal. By the time snow falls this win- 
ter, Wolverine Power Supply, own- 
ers of the plant, hope it’s gone. 

Craig Borr, assistant general 
manager for Wolverine Power Sup- 
ply Cooperative, said the company 
is working with potential buyers, but 
no sale has taken place. 

Borr estimates there is 80,000 
tons of coal at the plant, which is 
close to a year’s supply. The plant, 
when all three generators were oper- 
ating, would burn between 100,000 
and 130,000 tons per year. 

The value of the coal is esti- 
mated at around $3 million, he said. 

Whether the coal is sold or not 
sold will determine what’s done to 
the facility. “If for some reason we 
couldn’t find a buyer for the coal,

possibly we could operate the plant 
and burn it. But our number one pri- 
ority is to find a buyer for the fuel,” 
Borr said. 

Coal was delivered to the Ad- 
vance Power Plant through last fall, 
but at that time Wolverine Power 
planned to operate it through the win- 
ter. That changed in January when the 
company entered into a new power 
supply arrangement which made op- 
erating the Advance Plant cost pro- 
hibitive, Borr said. 

In addition to selling the coal, 
maintaining the plant for possible 
futurg use is another high priority. 
“We want to keep it in a state under 
which we could reopen it in the fu- 
ture,” Borr said. 

One year ago, the Advance 
Power Plant, which had been gener- 
ating power for nearly 40 years, had 
27 employees. There are now five 
working at the plant.

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Last week the track at the Boyne 
City Community Sports Complex got 
a serious case of the blues but the 
repercussions should soften the blow 
for area walkers and runners. 


A crew of four men from Atlas 
Track and Tennis of Boone, Iowa, 
completed application of the track’s 
final rubberized surface on Saturday. 

The bright blue surface consists 
of five layers of granulized rubber 
pieces held together with an acrylic 
polymer “glue” in alternating layers. 

The surface adds a total cushion 
of 3/8 of an inch on top of the track’s 
asphalt base. 

Before the new surface was ap- 
plied, the track was blown clean of 
any dirt, then an adhesive base coat 
was sprayed down, Rubber granules 


spread over the surface using a land- 
scape type broadcaster, The blue la- 
tex acrylic polymer “glue” was then 
sprayed on top of the layer of rubber 
granules. The “glue” can take: any- 
where from 6-10 hours to dry de- 
pending on weather conditions. Once 
the final layer of rubber is down, 
three applications of glue are made 
to give the track added durability. 


Anyone stepping on the track 
will notice the difference after just a 
few steps. But it will be at least a 
week before the tack is ready for any 
traffic since the surface requires at 
least 10 days to cure once the final 
coat of polymer is down. 

The track will be striped and let- 
tered later next week.
